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Adulteration of Food, 


Cheating is in no wise to be regarded as a ‘‘lost 
art.”’ Its antiquity is undoubted, and it is practiced 
in these latter days to an extent that would surprise 
any sensible person who should investigate with any 
minuteness any one of the many ways in which it is 
carried on. It is done so smoothly, and with such ap- 
parent honesty that the evil is one far worse to contend 
with, than if it did not assail ug under false names. It 
extends to almost every trade, occupation and profes- 
sion. Shams and bogus articles in all dealings, are 
the rule, genuine ‘‘simon pure’’ goods, the exception. 
Take a single item—human food, in its various forms: 
Nothing is so adulterated. Flour, sugar, coffee, tea, 
milk, salt, spices, indeed almost everything that in 
the least admits of being manipulated. The extent to 
which this is carried in many articles of daily con- 
sumption as food is surprising, and has long been 
known. Especially is this the case with those goods 
put up at various manufactories in convenient percels 
for househcld use. Coffee, burnt and ground; teas 
put up in pound packages; saleratus in packages; 
spices of all kinds; being put up in parcels of conven- 
ient size, have in recent years found an immense sale, 
and it is now almost impossible to find at our country 
stores saleratus in bulk, whole alspice, cinnamon 
bark, &c, The manner in which these goods are put 
up admits of their being adulterated to a great extent, 
which in many instances has been done, and in others 
has not. But even if a geauine article has been put 
up, the correct weight has not been given in the pack- 
ages, thus giving a rare chance for cheating. Re- 
cently the metrepolitan journals have been showing 
up some of the tricks of dealers in this respect, and 
the revelations are truly startling Reporters were 
sent to various stores and manufactories in New York 
city arid samples of goods purchased. Many of the 
packages were largely adulterated and light weight 
prevailed. The estimated loss by short weights and 
adulterants is fully fifteen per cent. The World es- 
timates the one million people in New York City to 
consume on an average food to the value of one dollar 
daily for each person, rich and poor. This is an ag- 
gregate of $7,000,000 a week, or $364,000,000 a 
year, so that with fifteen per cent. of cheating, the 
people are actually defrauded out of fift;-four millions 
dollars every year im their purchases of food. 

We will mention a few of the items in which gross 
adulteration occurrs. Sugars, more especially the 
higher grades, are generally adulterated; ground cof- 
fee, that put up in pound packages as pure, almost 
invariably contains foreign and comparatively worth- 
less substances, as chickory, peas, &c.; tea is general-~ 
ly re-packed, that of inferior quality put up with the 
better grades, and about 40 per cent. of tea dust is 
put in; all kinds of spices, mustard, ginger, pepper, 
cinnamon, ground cloves, mace, &c., are uniformly 
adulterated. In the different kinds of spices many 
foreign substances are found, as rice flour, middlings 
(flour,) common plaster, turmerie, yellow ochre, 
venetian red, &c. Some of the ingredients mixed in 
the spices are harmless, others are poisonous. 

This is a subject that is likely to receive much at- 
tention, and it is one hardly second in importance to 
any that can be mentioned. Already a movement has 
been made toward taking legal action to prevent the 
adulteration of food and drink from which the people 
at large are such sufferers. Such a law would be diffi- 
cult of passage in most of our Legislatures, and still 
more difficult of enforcement. But who can suggest 
a more effectual remedy for the evil? 





Diseases in Animals Hereditary. 


The facts to prove that diseases and faults in the 
horse are hereditary and are transmitted in breeding 
unless great care is taken to prevent it, are perhaps 
not numerous, but they are sufficiently abundant to 
prove the assertion, and are being added to daily 
from the careful observations and records of intelli- 
gent breeders in all parts ofthe country, A writer in 
a recent number of the Turf, Field and Farm, al- 
ludes to this subject, and adds some new facts to the 
list. He states that colts descended from a stallion 
affected with spavin, have almost invariably been af- 
fected with the same disease. Some show it when 
just foaled, while in others it has not made its appear- 
ance until the animal has become old enough to put to 
work, when it has at once been developed, clearly 
showing that although the defect may not always be 
seen at birth there is a predisposition in such animals 
that but requires some exciting cause to bring it prom- 
inently out. This is not omly the case with spavined 
horses and mares, but is also the case where parents 
are affected with ringbone, ossification of the lateral 
cartilages, curb, diseased feet, roarers, broken wind or

For, should disease in any shape or ay A present, 
in either sire or dam, it will be almost certain to show 
itself in the offspring at some future period. Many

Forest Trees of Rapid Growth. : 


Visiting recently at a farmer’s house some few miles 
from the city, we were not a little surprised to find 
that he was burning coal, instead of wood, in his sit- 


, ting-room stove. This at a farmer's house in the State 


of Maine, struck us as a little odd, but the farmer al- 
luded to has been compelled to do so from the scarcity 
and high price of wood; and all from the reckless man- 
ner in which farmers generally have mutilated their 
wood-lots for the past twenty years. Should this 
thoughtless waste of wood and timber be continued 
for ten years to come, all|farmers will be driven to the 
same course, But is there no remedy? Certainly 
there is: go to growing trees! It may look like small 
business, to the farmer, to go to raising trees from the 
seeds or from young plants, set out, and he may think 
it a slow way of getting wood; but it is a necessity to 
which we must come, sooner or later, and he is a wise 
man who gets the first start. Not so slow either; 
many of our forest trees are rapid growers, and 
the headway they make at it is truly surprising: 
Farmers in the older settled portions of our State can- 
not do better than let some of their rough pastures 
grow up to trees, and those in the newer parts should 
so economize their wood-lots that there will be no need 
for them to plant tree seeds. 

The W1.Low is one of the fastest growing trees we 
have, and makes very good wood. Burn‘ with the 
bark on it gives considerable heat and lasts well. Its 
growth is remarkable. Eight years ago a former 
neighbor walked home from his day’s work one night 
with a rough cane made of a willow sprout. Reach- 
ing home he stuck it in the corner of his yard. It 
grew, and is now a tree fourteen feet high and eight 
inches in diameter, Three years since, two willows 
were cut down that contained a cord and a half of 
wood each, which were planted by a friend of ours, 
now about forty-six years of age. 

Next to the willow the Waire Pop.ar, or Silver- 
leaved Poplar ( Populus alba, a foreign species grown 
somewhat extensively in this country is the most rapid 
growing of our decidious trees. It makes poor wood, 
however, and when burning produces a disagreeable 
odor. Even when well seasoned, it burns poorly, 
and its ashes clog up a stove greatly. . It also produces 
an immense number of suckers,—not an objectionable 
characteristic, however, when grown for wood. it is 
readily propagated from cuttings. 

Exim. This comes next ‘on the list of fast growing 
trees. The wood is very tough, and is largely used 
in the arts: it also makes a good fuel. The seeds 
ripen in June, and if sown immediately will grow to 
be a foot or more in height the first year. 

The Wuitre Pine, (Pinus Strabus) sometimes 
known as Weymouth Pine, ie wel] known as a rapidly 
growing tree. The Norway Pine is if anything, more 
esteemed for fuel, but does not grow so fast as the 
White Pine. A gentleman recently informed us that 
a single Norway pine, standing in an open pasture, 
had scattered its cones over four acres of land in such 
numbers, that had no trees been cut down for the past 
ten years—which has not been the case—it would now 
have had a thick growth of trees upon it. The pine suc- 
ceeds well on light land, and is, all things considered, 
one of the best trees we have to grow for fuel. It is 
difficult to transplant but may be raised from the seed 
with little trouble. 

The Grey Bircn, sometimes called the Cluster 
Birch, makes good wood and grows rapidly. Some 
farmers have told us it could be cut down for wood 
every twenty years. It sprouts up quickly from the 
old stumps, and may also be propagated from the seeds,

heaves, fistula, hernia, and other diseases. 

Among the instances cited by the writer, are the 
following: The celebrated race horse Lexington, has 
been blind for many years, being the result of a dis- 
ease known as specific or periodical opthalmia, In 
consequence, however, of his great speed he is still 
kept for service, and is bred to from almost every part 
of the country. His colts show great speed but many 
of them are blind, and there are few sound horses, of 
this breed now on the turf. The writer’s statement 
in this connection is an alarming one, for be says if 
somthing is not done to eradicate this disease in a 
few years the country will be ‘‘overrun with blind 
horses.”” The noted English race horse Tomboy, was 
a confirmed roarer; his son Toryboy was also a racer, 
and two colts of the latter horse, were, to the personal 
knowledge of the writer also roarers. 

These facts, in confirmstion of the general argument, 
should serve as an additional warning to breeders of 
all kinds of stock, and especially of horses, to breed 


perfection, but it is a great error to allow the thing to 
be done. The remarks of the writer upon this point 
are pertinent and we commend them to our readers : 

“We often hear the question asked, ‘Why is it that 
there ane so many lame and blind horses in our midst?’

When you can discover this, trans- 
plant them at once. Of the evergreens, the hemlock 
is the most difficult to make live, and great care is 
needed in removing it.

There lies tefore me files of the Maine Farmer 
from 1837 to 1840 inclusive. The pervsal of these 
stirs up memories of a most pleasing character. I 
was then just emerging from a state of physical pros- 
tration which for years had kept me on the borders of 
the grave. I had commenced laboring on my father’s 
farm for the benefit of my health, aud was drinking 
in life from the furrow. I had subscribed for the 
Farmer, and was receiving from its pages a new and 
pleasing inspiration; and beth mind and body were 
returning to a state of buoyant life and vigcr. The 
state of the country was then analogous to my own. 
Unfavorable causes had produced a state of paralysis 
in business, and suffering and want had been the re- 
sult; and the country was just then summoning her 
energies and commencing anew, with hopeful zeal, to 
restore prosperity. I read over these pages and those 
years return—in their spirit and the lessons they 
furnished, they are present with me now. By the 
way, do the patrons of the Farmer preserve their pa- 
pers? If not, depend upon it, they lose a great deal. 
There is no way of living over past years so gool, as 
reading the papers of those years. And to a farmer 
none is so good for this purpose as an agricultural 
paper. Not only so, many hints, and much informa- 
tion, will be wholly lost without this preservation. 
Often in reading the papers of the past year, I find 
articles of peculiar interest and value which had 
escaped my memory; or perhaps [ did not at the time 
take any particular interest in them, but subsequent 
developments or discoveries had invested them with 
much consequence. i 
The Farmer of the present day is superior to that 
of thirty yearsago. The science of agriculture has 
progressed, and the paper has progressed with it. 
But there are some features of the old that I regard 
as very valuable, that are not possessed in equal de- 
gree by the new. There were in the old, more elabor- 
ate essays on topics connected with agriculture, in 
which depth and profundity of thought and research 
existed in greater measure than can exist in the brief 
and condensed articles of the present day. I know 
the arguments that prevail to make this so, at the 
present time. And perhaps the habits of our people 
do in some sort require it. We live and act upon the 
run, and cannot stop to read long articles. But this 
by no means proves that the habits of our people are 
what they should be, or that the taste should de al- 
together yielded to. Wetry to do too many things, 
and to do them in too little time. We are becoming 
too superficial, and the whole press, religious, politi- 
cal and sectional, is degenerating into weakness, be- 
cause time and space cannot be afforded for strengib. 
[ do not say that the Farmer should be occupied to a 
great extent with lengthy articks, and I do not advo- 
cate vei birge in any article, but a taste for elaborate 
investigation should be cultivated and gratified. 
Another feature is the ease and freedom with which 
the common farmers communicated their views and 
practices for publication. To this they were encour- 
aged by the homely invitation of the good Dr. Hoxmes : 
“Take your pen, and do_not fear 

To write a line to Winthrop here.” 


Some of these contributions were rather ancouth, 
after all the ‘‘knocking off of knots’’ that they got 
from the hands of the editor. But they were always 
most welcome, and to me, bating an occasional acer- 
bity, were the most interesting portion of the paper. 
Now the correspondence of the present time is not less 
interesting, and certainly not less valuable, but the 
mass of farmers do not seem so generally and freely 
to communicate as in the old time. The fault of this 
cannot lie with the conductors of the paper, but mast 
be attribated to the farmers themselves. For some 
cause there is a shyness and backwardness that pre- 
vents that free and full expression of views from farm- 
ers generally that would be so pleasing and profitable. 
Perhaps if there should be a full participation in this 
branch, there might not be room, butif that should 
he the case, doubtless more room could be provided. 
We have once or twice had a hint from the publishers 
in relation toa MontuLy Farmer, to contain a reprint 
of some portions of the correspondence of the Weekly, 
with some other essays of a more lengthy character 
than is usual in the Weekly. No doubt the publish- 
ers will be ready for this when the farmers are ready 
to sustain it. What say, brother farmers, has not the 
time come when such a thing should be undertaken ? 
Of the value of such a work I need not speak; and 
we owe it to the cause of agriculture in our State. 
The State is starting on a new career of prosperity, 
and facilities should not be lacking to promote the 
growth of agriculture along with other branches of 
activity. But whatever may be undertaken, let the 
farmers of Maine not be grudging in furnishing them- 
selves with suit»ble agricultural reading. How many 
are doing without the Maisz Farmer, when the pos- 
session of it would pay back many times its cost. 
Some are taking agricultural papers from another 
State, insteal of the Farmer. This should not be so. 
The papers from other States are all excellent, and 
it would pay us well to take more of them, but if a 
man can take but one, it should, for his own interest, 
be the one of his own State. But I must wind up, 
and for the present dismiss these old files, though 
pleasant memories cluster around them, and ideas 
crowd on the mind. Long live the Marne Farmer, 
and long live the farmers of Maine! Andas we pro- 
ceed on I*fe’s journey, let us remember the sublime 
motto, each week presented to our gaze: ‘Our 
Home, Our Country, and Our Brother Man.”’

Nors. Our esteemed correspondent should not for- 
get that great changes have taken place in thirty 
years, When the Maine Farmer was first established 
there were comparatively few works and exhaustive 
treatises upon the different branches of agriculture is- 
sued in book form. The paper was the one medium 
for such treatises. It would not pay to issue them as 
separate volumes. In early volumes of the Maing 
Farmer, and the Wew Eagland Farmer, it is not 
uncommon to find re-publications of long works on 
domestic animals and their diseases, on silk culture, 
hemp culture, &c., &c. In that day such books 
were little read, hence they went into the papers by 
instalments. At the present time the paper would be 
regarded dull that should adopt such a course. 
Agricultural books are now read to a far greater ex- 
tent than they were then. A farmer can now have 
his “‘exhaustive treatises’? upon as many subjects as 
he wishes in volumes by themselves. He does not 
want long-winded articles in his parer; they must be 
brief, pointed, direct and must say something. And 
the press—why my dear sir, the press agricultural, 
the press political, the press religious, was never so 
strong as now. You sadly mistake when you think 
it is degenerating into weakness, simply because it 
contains no long ‘exhaustive articles.”” The strongest 
paper is that most read; and that which is most read 
which will be the one containing the greatest number 
of seasonable, sensible, brief, readable, pointed arti- 
cles. , 

Again, we think our correspondent entirely mis- 
taken when he says ‘‘there is a shyness and back- 
wardness [among farmers] that prevents free and fall 
expression of views’’ [in the columns of the paper] 
so pleasing and profitable.

You should know that we have a small ‘‘lion’’ in 
Chester county—an a:ricultural lion—about which 
our progressive farmers are much interested. I will 
tell you about him, When our Legislature accepted 
the Congressional land-grant for **the promotion of 
agricultural knowledge, &c.,”’ the income thereof— 
sume twenty-four thousand dollars per annum—was 
appropriated to the Pennsylvania Agricultural Col- 
lege, upon the condition that the Trustees establish 
and maintain three ‘*Experimental Farms’’ in the 
commonwealth. One of these farms—for the eastern 
portion of the State—was located in Chester county 
last spring, and placed under the management of our 
County Agricultural Society. Oar Agricultural Col- 
lege, you know, has been a lamentable failure from be- 
ginning to end, sinking money and reputation for all 
concerned in it. With accommodations fur three hun- 
dred pupils, it has scarcely averaged a tenth part of 
that number for some years past. Consequently, to 
meet their expenses, the Trustees have appropriated 
the lion’s share of the land-grant income to the col- 
lege, and ‘‘shabbed off’’ our Experimental Farm with 
only two thousand dollars per annum. Just to think 
of rnnning an experimental farm of one hundred acres 
upon two thousand dollars a year, paying the super- 
intendent’s salary, the keep of his family, the wages 
of labor and all similar expenses! Nevertheless, our 
County Society took the matter in hand with this 
ridiculously small appropriation, and though cramped 
and hampered for want of means, we have 
through quite an interesting season of experiments in 
many departments of farming. I will give you aa 
idea of some of them. 

One of the first experiments was to test the value of 
some of the popular commercial manures in this mar- 
ket, as a top dressing for grass. Accordingly, about 


were procured, and early in the spring applied very 
carefully to sections of grass measured off for the pur- 

Betweeu every section upon which the phos- 
phates were applied, there was left a section without 
any application at all. Besides the phosphates thus 
applied plaster (gypsum) was sOwn upon one sec- 
tion, and also diluted sulphuric acid sprinkled over 
a section through the nose of a watering-pot. Now 
for the result: 
a perceptible difference in the appearance of the grass 
was visible in some of the sections, yet when the grass 


crease on the sections fertilized, compared with the 
standard section not fertilized, was not sufficient to 
warrant a farmer to purchase even the best of these 
manures as a top-dressing for grass. The increased! 
quantity of hay from the application of these fertil- 
izers cost, from accurate calculations of the yield in 
the various sections, from forty to eighty dollars per 
ton! It won't do to raise hay at that cost. The sec- 
tions upon which the plaster and the diluted sulphuric | 
acid were applied, paid the best—those articles being | 
much cheaper, and the increase of hay nearly the 
same. 

Now, what are we to infer from these experiments? 
It will scarcely doto pronounce all these fertilizers 
worthless humbugs, as top-dressings fur grass, upon 
one year’s testing of their merits; and yet, under lib- 
eral application and a remarkably favorable season for 
trial, they have all proved most decided failures. We 





these commercial manures are worthless upon certain 
soils, and that it is a waste of money in farmers to ap- 


their soils stand in need of such application. 
are large sums of money wasted by farmers every 
year, in purchasing these manures, and if our exper- 
iments will induce them to greater caution in purchas- 
ing, and to their more intelligent application, they 
will not have been in vain. It is intended to repeat 
these experiments in precisely the same manner, 
through a series of years and upon different parts of 
the farm, so as to give the matter a thorough trial be- 
fore pronouncing judgment upon it. 
We had also a very interesting series of experiments 
upon the potato crop. In addition to some thirty dif- 
ferent varieties planted,—many of them new—to test 
their quality and productiveness, the many mooted 
points in potato culture received close attention; such 
as the planting of large, medium-sized and small tu- 
bere; planting them whole, cut in large, and cat in 
small pieces, &c., &c. But I should trespass too much 
upon your columns, to go into the results of these ex- 
periments just now. I may find another stormy day 
to resume the subject. I will state, however, as [ 
have been talking about commercial manures, that 
their valae, compared with barnyard manure, asa 
fertilizer for the potato crop, was fairly tested side by 
side, with the results decidedly in favor of the barn- 
yard. One lesson, at least, we may learn from these 
results—the importance of a close attention to the 
making and proper preservation of our barnyard ma- 
bure. Since the introduction of these commercial fer- 
tilizers, the tendency has beep, I think, to make our 
farmers less careful of their barnyards, under the be- 
lief that they could make up for a short supply of ma- 
nure by purchasing the manufactured article. While 
I would encourage every farmer to experiment intelli- 
gently, and to a moderate extent, with these commer- 
cial fertilizers, [ would tell him that his barnyard is 
the great savings bank upon which only he can draw 
—with perfect assurance that his drafts will be hon- 
ored—for renewed and increased fertility to the soil. 

I was about to tell you, my dear Farmer, about our 
experiments with corn, oats, &c.; but really, unless I 
break off at once, I fear your readers will vote me a 
tiresome old chatter-box, who is presuming too much 
upon their good nature. So bye.

Statement on a Crop of Corn.

Farming for Present Profit. 


Messrs. Evitors :—As you have invited farmers to 
write their thoughts, experiences, &c., for the Maine 
Farmer, [ thought I would send you a few lines on 
this subject, as [ have not noticed anything of this 
kind appearing in the Farmer. 

There are too many farmers that make it their sole 
business to farm it for the present profit, without even 
so much as one thought of the future conditions of 
their farms. They want to get all they possibly can 
into money this year, and let the next year take care 
of itself. Now if farmers would farm it on the prin- 
ciple of making their farms better instead of worse, 
how different things would be in a few years, from 
what they are now. Their farms would soon bring at 
least ove third more if put to market, than if sold 
now. But most farmers do not see this so, they are 
bound to act on the skinning principle altogether, 
that is, sell all they can and put nothing back, to 
keep up the fertility of the soil. They plow up too 
much io the first place; in the second place, they do 
not half dress it; thirdly, they plant too many pota- 
toes; fouthly, they sow altogether too many oats. 
And it is in this way that farms so carried on, are 
gradually growing poorer, when if rightly man- 
aged, they might be all the time growing better. 
If their owners could be made to believe that they 
could make more money by improving their farms 
than by raising all they possibly can to sell, to put 
into their pockets, it would be a great thing fur the 
farmers of this State. 

There are many farms in this section that [ am a>- 
quainted with, that a few years ago, cut at least one- 
third more hay than they do now, while there are 
many that six years ago produced forty tons, which 
last year produced only about one-half of that amount. 
And this was brought about by selling hay, potatoes 
and oats. Therefore farmers should not raise such crops

with every rain that falls, without any attempt 
to put a stop to the ruinous waste, while the owner is 
perhaps toiling fur several miles to the city to bring 
back an expensive article of nitrate or sulphate of 
soda, or some other fashionadle stimulant. The thing 
is preposterous, and if a tradesman were guilty of 
anything so perfectly thoughtless and wasteful, his 
friends would prognosticate his ruin at hand; but ag- 
ricultare may bear it, and even thrive under it, when 
other trades would be destroyed by it. 
In order to bring ont the sabject still more plainly, 
I will give a short account of experiments which have 
| been made, and which prove the superior value of 
|liqaid manure. The first experiment was on a pas- 
ture, the soil sandy, subsoil sandy gravel and perfect- 
ly dry; four acres of the field were well manured 
with first quality of barnyard manure, at the rate of 
twelve two-horse loads per acre. This manure was 
applied in February. The remainder of the field (about 
an acre) was manured with liquid from the barnyard, 
In the spring the appearance of the grass, both in 
color, height and thickness of the sward, was in favor 
of the liquid manure; during the summer the field 
was pastured with cows, and that portion manured 
with the liquid was eaten close, while the other por- 
tion was neglected until that manured from the liquid 
of the barnyard was close cropped. 
In a second experiment, one portion of the field (« 
small one) was manured with a compost of night soil 
and wood mould, and the remainder with liquid ma- 
nure; when the lot was mowed, the line between them 
could be easily traced, and the difference was strongly 
in favor of the liquid manure. I do not wish to be 
understood to object to the use of sulphate of soda or 
any other chemical compound, but I do think that 
when we make use of all the means which are at our 
command at or near home, we may then think of buy- 
ing these compounds, but not till then. My argu- 
ment is, that it is not economical to buy stimulants, 
(not manures,) when in nine cases out of ten we can 
manufacture at home a manure which in effect will 
equal those purchased at a greater cost.—(Cor. Ger- 
mantown Telegraph. 





Oiling and Biacking Harness, 


At this season the farmer should overhaul, repair, 
oil and black his harness, as they will be pliable in 
the cold weather, and be durable and safe. A cor- 
respondent of the Scientific dmerican gives the fol- 
lowing method :—“‘In the first place, I subject the 
harness to one or two coats (as the leather may need) 
of lamp-black and castor oil, warmed sufficient to 
make it penetrate the stock readily. Then 1 make 
about two quarts of warm soap suds, and with a sponge 
wash the harness. When dry, rub it over with a mix- 
ture of oil and tallow, equal with sufficient 
lamp-black to give it color, or, what is better, Prus- 
sian blue, which gives it a new and fresh look. This 
compound should be applied sparingly and well rub- 
bed in, which can be quickly, and will leave a smooth 
and clean surface. 

By saturating the stock in the first place with oil, 
the soap and water are prevented from penetrating it 
in the process of washi When leather is permitted 
to absorb water or soap it has an ultimate tendency 
to harden it. When the harness is washed first (as is 
generally the case) the water repele the oils; conse- 
quently in the one case you have the oil inside of the 
stock, and in the other you have the soap and water. 
By oiling first it softens the dirt, so that it can be 
washed off in at least one-half the time required when 
washed before oiling, and also saves the ‘‘scraping”’ 
process, which defaces the grain of the leather. It

complished without the delay of waiting for it to dry, 
Consequently the harness can be oiled and cleaned in 
much less time, will remain soft longer, wear longer, 
and look better than when cleaned by the old method.

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| How to Make a Cup of Coffee. 


Brother George came home to-night to spend Christ- 
mas, hungry and tired. He says in the week of his 
abeence he has had but one meal, and that was 
a breakfast of buckwheat cakes and syrup, Poor 
bread, ill-cooked steak, wretched coffee; and yet he 
was in the centre of a farming community, and at the 
seat of an agricultural college. Surely girls should 
be admitted to the college, and taught how to cook 
the wheat and odrn their brothers learn how to raise. 
Why would it not bea good idea to have a Professor 
Blot in the institution, and let him give instruction 
in both the science and artof cookery? Then good 
wheat would not be made into poor bread, nor well- 
flavored eteak drowned in a deluge of boiling lard; 
and muddy, bitter coffee would no longer momne our 
breakfast-tables. If there is anything I pride myeelf 
in it is good coffee, and on this wise is it always made 
in our family: We buy the berry green, and of the 
best quality. Sometimes we have Java, sometimes 
Rio, and occasionally Marcacaibo or La Guayra. Rio 
is best for damp, agueish weather, and Java for fes- 
tive occasions, or when the intellectual faculties re- 
quire stimulus, The parching is as important as any 
subsequent process. The coffee must be picked over, 
and all inferior grains and foreign substance rejected ; 
then it should be placed over a slow fire and constant- 
ly stirred till it becomes of a uniform pale brown, at 
which stage the fire should be inc . and the last 
part of the parching done quickly. When the grains 
shine all over, as though oil had been mingled with 
the berries, the coffee is done, and should be instantly 
removed from the fire, and put into a close vessel un- 
t'l required for use. A tablespoonful for each cup is 
our rule. It is ground, put in, clean, well-ecalded cof- 
fee pot, an egg shell, or part of the white of an egg, 
added, ani enough coll wates stirred in to moisten 
the whole: the boiling water pored over and the pot 
set on the fire. [t should not boil above. three min- 
utes, unless it is drank as a defence against exposure 
to cold or damp, Long boiling dissipates the aroma, 
which is so delightful in the frageaut beverage, and 
extracts the bitter principle, which is more or ks: inju- 
rious, except asa brace against exposure. I find no 
part of the process will bear slighting, and that it 
never pays to be careless in making coffee, any more 
than in making bread. Boiling the milk improves 
the flavor of this delightful beverage, and if one can 
add cream to the rich compounds, so much the better. 
Thus prepsred, it is a dish fit for the gods, and well 
deserves the unmeasured praises bestowed on it by 
Abd-al-Kader Ansari Djezeri Hanbali, son of Mobam- 
med: **O coffee! thou dispellest the cares of the 
great; thou bringest back those who wander from the 
paths of geey - The truth is not known except 
to the wise, who drink it from the foaming cup. Gud 
has deprived fools of coffee, who with invincible ob- 
etinancy condemn it as injurious.’’ To be able to en- 
dorse in all respects the eulogy of this Arab with the 
long name, we limit ourselves usually to one cup, at 
breakfast.—Mrs. Hunnibee’s Diary in Hearth and 
Home. 








Household Economy. 





I have commenced fixing an old calico dress to- 
day. It was worn off at the edge on the bottom, and 
on the e'ge of the wristbands. I ripped it off the 
waist, took off the facing, unhemmed the pocket hole, 
and run a seam the entire length of the skirt where it 
was; then made a new one in another breadth, in the 
evd that was at the bottom before, and mended such 
little ‘nicks’ as happened to be in theskirt, I ripped 
out the sleeves from the waist and put the right sleeve 
into the left armhole, and vice versa. This brings the 
worn side on the top of the arm, where it will get but 
little more wear. Then I put new bands on the wrists, 
and the dress is ready for the wash-tub, which will 
take out all the wrinkles at the top of the skirt, and 
it will be ready for the fucing, which should be turn- 
ed bottom upward also. What I did to-day took about 
three hours, and it will take three or four more to fin- 
ish by attaching the skirt, bottom upwards, to the 
waist, and make it ready to wear after it is ironed; 
then [ shall have adress that will wear more thau 
half as long as a new one, in place of one that would 
bave lasted only a few weeks at most, if it had uct 
been-fixed. The dress should not be worn too long 
before the change is made. When the edge of the 
wristbands is worn off is the right time, if the cloth is 
good, and do not buy any other. 

I always make my afternoon aprons for house wear 
of two widths of calico a yard long, and when they 
are a little over half worn, rip the seam in the middle 
and sew the edges together, which can be done in » 
half hour, and it will increase the wear of the apron 
at least one-third. I serve my sheets in the sawe 
way; of course the hems must be ripped a little way 
to admit of sewing it nicely at the ends, and then 
sewed down again the last thing. I usually cut the 
bindings of the aprons in two, and fix them as nicely 
as possible by ripping it a little way, moving the gath- 
ers so as to make the apron a little narrower, anil 
turn the binding in and sew it firmly.—Mns. H. M. 
R. ia American Agricriturist. 





Principles of Horticulture. 
XV.— TRANSPLANTATION, 


860. Transplantation consists in removing a plant 
from the soil in which it is growing to some other soil. 

861. If in the operation the plant is torpid, and its 
spongioies uninjured, the removal will not be produc- 
tive of any interruption to the previous rate of growth. 

862. And if it is growimg, or evergreen, and the 
spongioles are uninjured, the removal will produce no 
further injury than may arise from the temporary sus- 
pension of the action of the spongioles, and the non- 
cessation of perspiration during the operation. 

863. So that transplantations may take place at all 
seasons of the year, and under all circumstances, 
provided the spongioles are uninjured. 

864. This applies to the largest trees as well as to the 
smallest herbs. 

865. But as it is impossible to take plants out of 
the earth without destroying or injuring the spongi- 
oles, the evil consequence of such accidents must be 
remedied by the hindrance of ev tioa. 

866. Transplantation should t fore take place 
only when plants are torpid, and when their respira- 
tory organs (leaves) are absent; or, if they never 
lose their organs, as evergreens, only at seasons wiren 
the atmosphere is periodically charged with humidi- 
ty for some considerable time. 

867. Old trees, in which the roots are mach injured, 
form new ones so slowly that they are very liable to 
be exhausted of sap by the of their very 
numerous young buds before new spopgioles can be 
formed. 

868. The amputation of all their upper extremities 
is the most probable prevention of death; but in most 
cases injury of their roots is without a remedy.

Money Oxver Business. The figures showing the 
amount of business performed the past year by the 
Money Order Department of the Post Office in this 
city, indicates a very large increase over the previous 
year, showing that business men make large use of 
this medium of forwarding smal! sums of mon: y safe- 
ly and at cheap rates. The amount.of money orders 
issued was $24,650.27, and the amount of orders paid 
was $30,013.24. There was transferred from the 
postage account to the money order account, $6,200, 
and received by draft on New York city, $5,500, both 
the latter items being necessary to make up the de- 
ficiency between the amount issued and the amount 
paid. The business of the department has been most 
satisfactorily performed by Mr. Geo. H. Farrington, 
for some years the prompt and obliging chief clerk of 


tendants, the cleanliness of the apartments, and the 
quality and quantity of the table supplies are all that 
could be desired. The whole number of patients, 
Nov. 30th, 1867, was 808. During the year ending 
Noy. 80th, 1868, 165 have been addmitted, and 129 
discharged. The crowded condition of the male de- 
partment renders it necessary to ask for an appropri- 
ation of 30,000 to be used in the erection of another 
wing. They also recommend the purchase of the ad- 
joining Toby farm at a cost of $6000.

Rartroaps 1x Marne. The following interesting 
facts in regard to the progress of railroads in this 

State, are derived from the report of Hon. John A. 
Poor, on the matcrial progress of Maine, made to the 
Governor in Oot. last, and transmitted to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office at Washington, 
for insertion in his annual report for 1868, now pass- 
ing through the press: 

‘On the first of January, 1837, Maine had eleven 
miles of railroad in operation. Jan. Ist, 1842, fifty- 
one miles of new line had been added, making a total 
of sixty-two miles of railroad In operation. To the 1:t 
of January, 1848, twenty-eight additional miles had 
been constructed, seventy-eight miles more to Jan, 1st,, 
1849, seventy-seven miles more added in that year, 
making a total of two hundred and forty-five miles of 
railroad in operation Jan, Ist, 1850; forty-eight miles 
were added pti fy thirty miles in 1851, nine in 

1852, twenty-six 1853, making a total of three 
hundred and thirty-four miles Jan. Ist, 1854. The 
mileage increased twenty-six miles to Jan. Ist, 1855, 

sixty-nine miles of addition to the Ist of “Jan. 1856, 

twenty-two miles to Jan: Ist, 1857, seventeen miles 
more to Jan. Ist, 1858, and four miles additional to 
the first of Jan. 1859, making a total of four hundred 

and seventy-two miles to Jan. Ist, 1860, without in- 

cluding seventy additional miles of St. Lawrence rail- 
road lying in the State of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont built by the capital of Maine as a portion of her 

trunk line from Portland to Island Pond, making a 

total of five hundred and forty-four miles belonging to 

the railroad system cf Maine on the lst of July, 1860.

Tus Gotp Rearons or Nova Scotia. Dr. T. Ster- 
ry Hunt, in ah official report lately printed, by order 
of the House of Commons of Canada, describes the 
geological formotion of the auriferious fields of Nova 
Scion, and the manner in which gold has been obtain- 
ed, from which we collect the following information: 


The coast district of Nova Scotia. which hag become 
famous for its gold, consists of a zone of ancient strati- 
fied rocks lying exposed between the overlaying strata 
of the carboniferous system on the North West and 
the ocean on the South East, and having a breadth of 
80 to 50 miles in the wider portions, which to the 
North East, is reduced to not over eight miles. This 
belt of rocks extends from the Atlantic coast for 250 
miles from _ Sable on the West to Cape Canseau 
on the Bast. Its surface is generally low, rising how- 
ever in some places to 500 feet above the sea, and is 
in great part rocky and barren. The official returns

Ovrraces AT THE SoutH. Accounts still come to 
us of viclence and outrage in many of the Southern 
States, still being committed with impunity, and with 
apparently very little effort on the part of the author- 
ities to suppress or punish them. A despatch from 
Savannah, Ga,, Dec. 30th, says: 

“The sheriff of the county and two assistants on 
Tuesday went to Hayward’s plantation on the Ogechee 
river, eleven miles from the city, to arrest seventeen 
negroes, charged with shooting a watchman on the 
plantation and carrying off the crops of plauters.— 
They made five arrests at station No. 1 on the Atlan- 
tic and Gulf Railroad. They were surrounded by 
about one hundred armed negroes, who rescued the 
negroes and robbed the sheriff, and destroyed the 
warrants and threatened to kill him if he ever served 
a legal process again in that vicinity. The negroes 
then separated inte squads and marched back to the 
plantations, avowing they would have the heart's 
blood of every white man on the Ogechee river, say~ 
ing the war has commenced. One negro watchman 
is supposed to be murdered, two white men badly 
hurt and all the white men obliged to flee to the city 
to save their lives. The women and children are in 
the hands of the mob and have been carried off into 
the woods. Great excitement exists in this eommu- 
nity, and a sheriff’s posse of between three and four 
hundred citizens will: leave at daybreak to-morrow to 
rescue the women and children. The military decline 
to interfere until the power of the civil authorities for 
preserving order is exhausted.’’ 


The New Orleans Republican of Jan. 1, says: 


**On the 8th ult., two white men called at Frazier’s 
mill, near Montgomery, Union parish, and asked for 
Frazier, pretending that they desired to buy lumber, 
and saying that they would return in four days. Oa 
the 10th they returned and found Hal Frazier haul- 
ing logs to saw. They next met him in the road and 
turned him back, ostensibly for the purpose of 
purchasing the lumber they needed. Frazier show- 
showed them the lumber. They next requested him 
to show them the plan of the house, as they desired 
the lumber for a house, One of the men went into 
the mill while the other remained in the lumber yard. 
The one who was in the mill went out and whispered 
to the other while Frazier was drawing a plan of the 
hovse on the ground, and was in the act of straight- 
ening himself when he was shot in the head and in- 
stantly killed. Jesse Robinson, who was with Frazier 
at the time, attempted to ran away, when the man 
who was in the mill shot him in the back and head. 
After perpetrating this crime the men robbed Frazier, 
taking from him all the money in his possession, Both 
Frazier and Robinson were colored men, the former 
being owner of the mill known by his name. Ile was 
generally considered a peaceable, energetic and liberal 
minded citizens of the parish.

Union Pacific Railroad to be FIRST CLASS in every respect 
and the Special Commission appointed by the Presid .ut says ; 
“Taken as a whole, TUS UNION PAC FIC BalLROAD HAS 
BEEN WELL CONSTRUCTED, AND THs GENERAL ROUTE 
FOR TUE LINE. EXCEEDINGLY WELL SELECTED. The 
energy and perseverance with which the work has been urged 
forward, and the rapidity with which it has been executed are 
without parallel in history, and in grandeur and magritude of 
andertaking it has never been equalled.”” The Report states 
that any deficiencies that exist are only those incident{to all new 
ruads, and that could not have been avoided without materially 
retarding the progress of the great work.

BOSTON MEDICAL INSTITUTE. 


The gonual eting of the bers of this association was 
held Oct. 16th, at Institute building, 10 Temple Piece, a notice of 
which bas been given by the Boston Press. , 

The Secretary's report showed the Institution to be in a pros. 
perous condition ; that a larger otitaber of cases of Cancer, Srof. 
ula, and other chronic Diseases had been trea ed than i, any pre 
vious year, Afterthe transaction of the ordinary business. Dr 
Greene stated that he was frequently in receipt of letters from his 
former patients, and others i esiding in vurious parts of the coun 
try, inquiring if the claims of certain men were true, who repre- 
sented themselves as his aents, students, or to have in 
become familiar with bis mode of practice. 

Complaint had been made years ago, ut he had taken 
no active Measures to rofute their stories, knowing that the pub- 
Hie would soon find them to be imposters. His indifference bad 
apparently, given courage to numbers of pretenders, who were o. 
bold as to use his name in any manner they saw fit, some even 
representing themselves to be Dr. Greene. 

A few months since, men calling themselves Drs. Lyon and 
Stearns passed through the country within a few miles of Boston, 
| one of them advertising to have been 4 physician in the Boston 
Medical Institute. This statement was entirely false. Ue. Dr. 
G. had not the slightest knowledge of the men pre viously. Also 
& self syled Dr. L. A. Shattuck has located in Augusta, Maine, 
and advertises to be a ‘surgeon and physician,” and claims to 
| have been a student at the Institute. The fects are these: In 
January of 1865 he took Shattuck out of an intelligence office to 
do his office work, build fires, run errands, &c.

asaphysician. Also a eertificate from Dr. Conant of Wes 
Boylston, who, in Dr. Greene’s opision, is aman of such smal! 
| Calibre as to be unworthy of notice. Another from Pr. Holmes 
| (a brether-in-law), who very cautiously refrains from referring 
| Mr. Shattuck’s medical attainments. 
Dr. Greene wished these statements to go the public that 
sheuld properly attribute the blunders of Mr. Shattuck and 
| others to their unbounded ignorance, and not to the system 
| medicine practiced at tnis Institution.

euch base imposters; and that Dr. Greene is not responsible 
for their treatmect. And for the protection of our patrons and 
the public, we wou'd state, we have no agents, and our medicines 
are for sale only at the office, No. 10 Temple place, Boston.
